a Jewihh Writer. 

‘* 7 \ NCE upon atime three Jews, who were 

{ upon a journey, being overtaken by the 
fubbathin the wood, ata great diltance from any 
houle or coitage where they might lodge, one 
of them fad, What is to be done? ‘The road 1s 
infetted with robbers, and the wood is full of 
wild beaits: 1s it not, therefore, more advilable 
for us to go forward, thanto expole ourielves te 
fuch a hot of dangers, by tlopping here, out of 
atcrupulous regard for the fabbath? With two 
of hem this queition pafled in the affirmative ;

By the thip Carlifle, Capt. Porter, arrived at Phi- 
‘Jadelphia, in 45 days from Liverpool, we have 
received the following 
INTELLIGENCE, 





Vienna, Sept. 26. 

Letters, and particularly the official accounts 
from Warfaw, of the gth init. gives us the moft 
ample details of the circumitances attending the 
retreat of the Pruffiians, on the night between 
the 5th and 6th. 

Various caufes contributed to this retreat. 
The infurgents in Great Poland, not only cut off 
the fupplies of provifions and ammunition from 
the army of his Praflian majefty, but alfo cut off 
the communication between the other parts of 
his deminions and his camp, in the environs of 
which the Poles had demolithed all the itreets, 
and attempted to entrap the Pruffians in a num- 
ber of abbatis, which the rubbifhh enabled them 
to form. 

In the purfuit, the Pruffians were miferably 
flaughtered ; the ftreets through which they paf- 
fed were covered with the carcafes of men and 
hories. 

The enraged Pruffians fled like mad dogs, de- 
ftroying in their way, all the houfes of the pea- 
fants; fo that the places through which they paf- 
fed are as dreary as a defart. 





Rotrtrerpam, Oober -. 

We were yefterday much alarmed by feveral 
letters from Emmerick and Cleves, which, con- 
tuined the difagreeable intelligemce thatahe grand 
Auttrian army under the orders of General Clair- 
fayt, had again been defeated by the French, 
and had been obliged to retreatiio Cologne. We 
have likewife received the difagreeable intelli- 

ence, that the French have crofled the Meufe, 

tween Venlo and Ruremonde, and obliged the 
duke of York to leave his former pofition, and 
to fall back towards the province of Utrecht. 
This much feems to be certain, that the Britith 
army has made a retrogade movement towards 


the province of Holland, and that the head 


quarters of the duke of York are to be transfer- | 


red to Kuylenburg. ‘The 88th Britifh regiment 
of foot, as well as the Heffian regiment of Kol- 
poth, which are at prefent in garrifon at Bergen- 
op-Zoom, have received orders to join the army; 
but the 87th regiment remains in that fortrets, 
the prefent Governor of which is General Van- 
der Luin, brother to the gallant defender of 
Sluys. The dutch army has not yet changed its 
pofition ; and it is to be reinforced by the great- 
ef part of the troops which have hitherto re- 
mained in Dutch Flanders. In the environs of 
Breda and Bergen-op-Zoom, fmall parties are 
fill faffered to defolate the country but are far 
too infignificant to undertake any thing againtt 
thofe towns. Bois-le-Diic continues to deitroy 
the enemies batteries near Orte and Deuteren, as 
foon as they are erefled; and the Republicans 
have not yet made the leat impreflion upon that 
place. A letter from Calogne, of the 3d int. 
contains the important intelligence, that two 
Members of the French Convention, Bentabole 
and Lavaffeur, have lately arrived in the head 
y nga of General Clairfayt, and from thence 
et out for Vienna. People who incline to flatter 
themfelves with the hopes of a {peedy conclufion 
of peace, give implicit credit to this unexpected 
piece of information; but from a variety of cir- 
cumftances, which concur to render it highly im- 
probable, we doubt the intelligence. The French 
army in the North, it is faid, by means of the 
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Telegraphe, to have received intelligence that, 

on the 25th ult. the important fortrefs of Belle- 

garde, near Perpignan, had furrendered to the 
epublicans. 





Lonpox, October g. 

The Patriots of Poland, our readers will be 
happy to hear, receive daily acceflions of ftrength. 
The principles of the Revolution have been in- 
troduced with fuccefs into Upper Silefia, Livo- 
nia, and even into the province of Galicta. 

O&. 10.—The Prafhan army, in their flight 
from before Warfaw, abandoned themfelves to 
every excefs of licentioufnefs, and fet fire to {e- 
veral villages through which they paffed. It is 
faid that they left all their camp equipage and 
a great quantity of ammunition on their retreat. 

O&. 11.—Advices from Conftantinople inform 
us, that a part of the Ottoman Empire has lately 
been vilited by an earthquake. 

On the third of July, three towns were fwal- 
lowed up between Anyora and Eidrum, in Nato- 
lia, formerly known by the name of Aia Minor, 
fituated #qmething more than 2¢0 miles S. E. of 
Conitantinople, viz. Tchograin, which coniilt- 
ed of about 5000 houfes; Amatia, the capital 
of the government of that name, which was fill 
more extenfive and popu‘ous, and which is famed 
as the birth place of Strafo; and Engtem, which 
contained between 3 and 4000 houfes. 

The population of thefe three is eftimated at 
100,000 fouls; and befides thefe, a namber of 
villages, in the fame territory, were likewife de- 
ftroyed, fcarcely a tenth part of the inhabitants 
having efcaped the dreadful cataitrophe. 

Oct. 13.—Yellerday a meffenger brought dif. 
patches for government, from his royal highnefs 
the duke of York, dated head quarters at Grof- 
beck, 7th inft. The Dutch mail, due on Friday 
lait, alfo arrived. The one due this morning 
has not yet arrived. 

The principle intelligence, brought by the 
meflenger and the mail, is, that the unfortunate 
General Clairfayt, who after his defeat in the 
neighbourhood of Liege, about four weeks ago, 
had taken up fo good a pofition on the banks of 
the Roer, as to make him even with the enemy 
might affail him, and fuffered a freth defeat. 
The accounts, fo far as the particulars are yet 
known, ftace, that on the iit inft. the French 
crofled the Meufe and the Roer, and attacked all 
the pofts of the Auftrian army, from Ruremond 
down to Juliers and Dueren. Thefe poits were 
defended with great bravery and kill, but were 
at length carried by the mafles fent forth by the 
Convention, who were every where victorious. The 
Aufirians in confequence were forced to crofs the 
Rhine, near Cologne, with the lofs of near 6000 
men; fome accounts fay almoit twice that num- 
ber, with a great part of their artillery and bag- 
gage: So that the French are matters of almoft 
the whole territories on the weft fide of the 
Rhine, which now may be confidered as their 
eaftern boundary. 

When the meflenger left the army, the duke 
of York had not changed his pofition; but the 
defeat of General Clairfay#rendered his fituation 
far from being a fafe one; and we cxpect our 


next advices will inform us that he has crofled | 


the Waal, which runs into the Rhine, or perhaps 
the latter river. The heavy baggage had alrea- 
dy been removed as a matter of precaution, 
acrofs the Rhine, near Emmerick, and the cor- 
don of Hanoverians and Heffians, which had 
been ftationed on the Meufe, had joined the 
main body. The elector, brother to the empe- 
ror, has quitted Bonn, on the Rhine, and with 
his court, has fled to Mergentheim, near Wartz- 
burg, in Germany. The inhabitants of this 
country are alfo fying their homes, aud aban- 
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doning their property, rather than expofe then 
felves to the depredations ot their furious ene 
mies. 

The accounts from Spain are alfo of a difref 
fing kind. ‘The French are there making rapid 
progrefs in the ealtern as they have in the weft 
ern provinces. On the 25th ult. the itrong fort- 
refs of Bellegarde, which it was hoped would 
have baffled all their attempts to reduce, contain 
ing a garrifon of Gooo men, furrendered by ca 
pitulation; in confequence of which the whole 
province of Rooffillon is expoted to the 1 wages
